AUGUSTA’'S ORATOR ENLIGHTENS 
THE PEOPLE OF ATLANTA, 


A Speech in Which tne Acts of the R publican Party 
Are Reviewed From Ite Organization and Se. 
verely Criticised—The Be: ween

DeGive's opera house was densely crowded 
last night with one of the most select and ap- 
preciative audiences that bas assembled there 
in during the present season, the occasion 
being the address to the citizens of Atlanta 
by the Hon. George T, Barnes, of Augusta. 
(‘pon the stage a dozen of Atlanta profes- 
sional gentlemen were seated, and during the 
entire address the most profound respect was 
paid the speaker, whose many good sayings 
were loudly and frequentiy applauded. 

Mr. Porter King, of this city, in a beautiful 
and impressive manner addressed the audi- 
ence, introducing Mr. Barnes. In hisspeech, 
which was replete with terse sayings, he paid 
many compliments to the distinguished yen- 
tleman, and spoke of his devotion to the 
democratic party and referred to his defeat 
before the late democratic convention for 
congressman at-large, and cited his manner of 
accepting defeat and of railying to the 0, 
portof the nominee as a criterion for all 
Statesmen to go by. 

Mr. Barnes arose amid a storm of applause 
and began his address by returning thanks to 
the audience and to the. gentleman who so 
beautifully introduced bim. He said that his 
address was in response to the invitation of 
the Stephens club, of this city, and that lhe was 
aware of the fact that age was now standing 
upon a spot made hallowed by tie presence 
a few days ago of the great standard bearer of 
the democratie party.” He expressed bimself 
as steadfast in the democratic principles, 
and said that he did not come here 
discuss the convict lease or taxation 
tions, but that he caiie to oppose the man

The speaker then referred to the execution of 
these laws and the way 10 WHhI1cD It Was de 
nounced He then referred to the rights of 
the states as it was agitated under Jefferson’s 
administration and of the formation of the 
republican party in 1856, in the first conven- 
tion of which party it was declared that the 
rights of the States should be preserved, and 
referred to their action at the time of the 
John Brown raid, in which they denounced 
the armed invasion of a state.

PAUL STROBACH’sS WORK UNDONE 


The Alabama Officiala Whose Removal He Procured 
Kelinstated by the Preaident. 

WASHINGTON, September 28 —A tall, stoop- 
ing form, clad in a linen duster, has long been 
a familiar sight in and around the white 
house. The face is bearded, and spectac'tes 
cover the bright eyes. The face and figure 
are those of Paul Strobach, a well-educated 
German, who is known as one of the most 
persistent of the chronic office seekers who 
imfest this city. Strobach went south 
in the carpet bag times, and 
has represented Alabama in congress. 
Latterly he has been out.of a job, and has 
been very anxious to getone. He was active 
in urging his claims during Garfield’s brief 
term of office, and haunted the white house 
all through the sickness. Doubtless during 
Gartield’s life be was a good half breed. but 
latterly he has been a stalwart, and as such 
has antagonized the present marshal of Ala- 
baa, Mr. Osborn, and two eollectors of in- 
ternal revenue, Morgan. of Mobile, and Ra- 
pier,-of Montgomery. These men, he repre- 
sented to President Arthur, had been friends 
of Secretary Sherman, and were 
now opposed to the administra 
tion. By dint of his. importunity, 
Strobach finally got the president to suspend 
the three officers named, and to appoint him- 
marshal, with two of his friends as 
collectors of internal revenue. No sooner 
was this done than a storm of protests an: 
remonstrances burst upon the president. He 
soon learned that he had been misiatormed 
as to the sentiment ip Alabama, Assurances 
came from that state that the suspended offi 
cials were capable and faithful men, and that 
their removal would be disastrous to the pub- 
lic interests and to the party So urgent and 
yeneral have been these remonstrances that 
the president telegraphed here to-day that 
the incumbents shall be, for the present at 
les continued in office.

NURSELING INDUSTRIES, 


WHICH CALL FOR UNCLE SAM’S 
PARENTAL PROTECTION. 


Peanut Oilin Florence Bottles—Sumac as Virginia's 
Commercial Hope—Getting an Opinion Into 
the Newspapers—An Atlanta Druggisi'’s 
Piea for Quinine and Cinehoni. 


RicHMonpb, September 28.—The tariff com- 
mission held a session here to-day in the 
rooms of the chamber of commerce. R. E. 
Biankenship, president oft the chamber, de 
livered a speech of welcome, in which he 
said the citizens of this cify embraced both 
protectionists and free traders, but the ma- 
jority were in accord with the spirit that 
prompted the formation of the commission 
and believed the time had come for a revision 
of the tariff. William G. Crenshaw, presi- 
dent of ‘the Atlantic & Virginia. fertilizer 
company, and vice president of the Sulpbur 
mines company, of Virginia, thought con- 
gress would not and ought not to entertain 
the idea of putting aduty on fertilizers, al- 
though they were imported last year 
to the extent of hundreds of thousands of tons. 
The point which he wished to bring to the at- 
tention of the commission was the pruposi- 
tion of Joseph Campbell made to tue com- 
mittee to admit Spanisb pyrites free of duty, 
As the representative of the sulphur mines 
company, be argued against the propositiun, 
and said that instead of Spanish ore being 
udimitted at 20 per cent ad valorem as an une- 
numerated article, it should be taxed three 
doliars a ton, which wouid be equivelaat to 
the tax on copper and irun contained in that 
ore. W.N. Jowes, of Petersburg, sumac man- 
ufacturer, nade anu argument in favor of 
increasing the duty on _ foreign Sumac 
from 10 per cent ad vaiorem to 
$20 aton. He stated, in the course of bis ex- 
auiination, thatthe rate was equal, when 
originally impcsed, to about $15 a ton, and 
Was Cqual, at the present prices of sumac, to 
about two and ahalf dollars. He wishéd it 
increased tq $20aton. VYarious other argu 
ments were mude exclusively in the interest 
of protection. Mr. Bilankeuship again ad- 
dressed the commission, this time in the ca- 
pacity of an iron manufacturer, representung 
tue Old Dominion iron and nail works. He 
gave an encouraging account of the condition 
of the iron trade in Virginia, which he said 
had been built up on tie present tariff. He 
advocated a specific duty on iron ore. So far 
as his acquaintance was any guide, the mass 
of Virginians are protectionists; not all of 
them, perpaps, in the broad sense 
in which 1e himself is, but 
all go us iar asa tariff for revenue, with inci- 
denial protection. -He thought that barring 
bad leygisiacion, the outiook for Virginia is 
yery proiliuisils. 

THE OTHER SIDE CALLED FOR, 

President Hayes called for opinions on the 
other side of the question. John T. Branch, 
banker, expressed himself as in favor of a 
turiff tor revenue, and entirely opposed to 
the internal revenue system. The tariff 
should be revised, and the duty on locomv- 
tives and steel rails reduced one balf. Witb 
some few exceptions, the present tariff 
was about as jearty right as it could be made, 
but he would like to see the sumac interest 
sufficiently protected. What he wanted, 
most of all, however, was the entire extinction 
of the Internal revenue system.

A political meeting was held here yesterday 
and was addressed by Colonel Cash. Abou 
the close of the meeting a difficulty arose at 
the stund between a white democrat and a 
colored man, which resulted in the former 
being wounded in the head by a blow with a 
stick orastune. Atthis time two or three 
pistol shots were fired near the stand, but bo 
one was hurt. Soon after this a procession of 
colorea men on horseback came up the 
street, one of the number having a large pis- 
tol buckled around kis body. The negro 
pointed his pisto} at the white man and said: 
There's the damned rascal who did the shoot- 
ing.’ The white man gave him the lie and 
the colored man fired immediately. Several 
shots were fired by white men, and the color- 
ed man fell dead. A number of shuts were 
then fired, by white and colored men, and 
three other colored. were killed and many 
wounded. The authorities soon succeeded 
in restoring quiet, which now prevails, It 
believed that the trouble is over.

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OUR TAMPBRED MAILS. 


Views Upon the Subject of the Southern Postmaster 
and his Ways. 

WASHINGTON, September 28.—A _ recent 
statement of the Charleston News and Courier 
as to the surveillance exercised over the mails 
by postmasters in South Carolina and other 
southern states has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the post-office department, and is con- 
firmatory of reports which have for a long 
time heen brought to Washington. It is 
alleged that postmasters in many instances do 
not hesitate to delay or stop altogether the 
trausmission through che mails of ietters or 
documents addressed to political opponents. 
Jt is asserted by prominent citizens of south- 
ern states thac postmasters have been con- 
tinued in office after undoubted proof of im- 
proprieties in this respect, and this may 
readily be believed, for under ail 
administrations of the post-office cdepart- 
ment, with the possible exception of Mr. 
Key’s incumbency, the great end in the ap- 
pointment of country postimasters has seemed 
to be to secure active and unscrupulous par- 
tisans rather than honest and capable utti- 
cials. Complaint as to country postmasters 
is not contined to allegations as tu the dis- 
honest perversion of their official preroga- 
tives, but it is represented that instances ure 
far from isolated where they pry into the cor- 
respondence which passes through their 
hands from motives of mere vulgar curiosity. 
A member of congress, but not trom a suuth- 
ern state, who was at the department to day, 
said that he had knowledge -of the fact that 
some of the country postmasters in his district 
were in the habit of reading the contents of 
every postal card which passed through their 
offices, and making the same the subject of 
public comment. In Virginia numerous 
postmasters have been dismissed because 
they declined to prostrate themselves before 
the shrine of Mr. Mahone, and in various 
other southern states postmasters have been 
marked because they declined to pay Jay 
Hubbell’s aisessments, although, of course, it 
will be contended that this has not been 
done. But itis extremely seldum that we 
hear of a postmaster being relieved because of 
superservectable puriy zeal, however repre 
hensible it may be. 

First Assistant Postmaster General Hatton, 
Who is acting as pos master general, returned 
from New York to-day. Hesaid to-night tliat 
there was no foundation for the report that 
he wentt ” New York to confer with the 
president as to the advisability of removing 
certain southern postmasters who refused to 
contribute to the campaign tund. He said 
bis business with the president was of an en- 
tirely different nature, He added that neither 
be nor any other government official had the 
authority to remove any one who refused to 
pay their assessments; and, moreover. thev 
had no right to inquire who did or who did 
not pay them. That he did, was a matter 
that rested with the committee and the par- 
ties interested.

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A TERRIBLE CRASH. 


EXPLOSION OF AN AMMUNITION 
TRAIN NEAR CAIRO. 


Thirty Persons Killed—The Porte Expresses Its 
Thanks ahd Hopesfor a Withdrawal—Uowilling 
to Have Loyaity Forced Upon Them—As- 
saulkting the Christian Population. 


CAIRO, September 23, 4:35 p.m.—An ammu- 
nition train bas exploded near the Cairo rail- 
way depot. Arabs and Europeans are fleeing 
from the scene. Thirty persons are reported 
to have been killed. The explosions continue 
at intervals Of less than half a minute. The 
railway depot is now in flames. The train 
caught fire, it is believed, by spontaneous 
combustion, owing to the exceptional charge 

Contrary to the rumors, General Wolseley 
will not leave here for a fortnight, nor until 
the urgent questions awaiting solution in con- 
nection with the courts-martial, the with- 
drawal of a portion of the British troops, and 
the reorganization of the Egyptian army are 
settled. There have been riots in several 
towns in upper bey pts owing to the efforts of 
Officials to enforce demonstrations of loyalty 
to the khedive. The flags and devices have 
been torn down by the mob, and the Chris- 
tians have been insulted and maltreated. 
It is stated that two companies of the 49th 
regiment have been suddenly ordeied to 
Fantahb. A correspondent at Alexandria 
telegraphs that he is assured that the Egyp- 
tian government possessed a telegram trom 
Prince Ibrahim to Arabi Pasha congratu- 
lating him on his supposed 
Egyptian victory at Kassassin, and hoping 
that at the next feast of Faireio, Englisnmen 
would be sacrificed instead of sheep. It is 
now definitely ascertained that the expenses 
and losses through the war are less than was 
expected, the provincial treasuries being fair- 
ly filled. 

THE PORTE’S GOOD WILL. 

Lonpon, September 28 —A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram company from Constantinople 
reports that Lord Dufferin, British ambassa- 
dor, has communicated to Lord Granville,

THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 


Something About an Important Lustitutton at the Fed- 
eral Capital. 


— —— 


Special Dispatch to the Cleveland Herald, 
WASHINGTON, September 26:—The sorry at- 
tempt made by the house during its late ses 
sion to provide additional accommodations for 
the congressional library, is but a sample of 
the hesitating policy which bas actuated much 
of the legislation of recent years upon this 
subject, and is largely chargeable to demo- 
cratic Opposition. But somethjng must be 
done, and that, too, before many sessions have 
passed. There are now in the neighborhood 
of four hundred thousand volumes in the li- 
brary, a fourth of which are deposited upon 
the tloorand wherever they can be conven- 
iently deposited in the absence of shelf room. 
The number of volumes is steadily increasing 
each year, and it is absolutely 
necessary that something be done 
speedily toremedy the evils of the present 
situation The congressional library was 
founded in love by the appropriation f $5,- 
000 to purchase books of reference for the use 
of the two ‘houses of congress when 
it was in charge of the clerk of the 
house of representatives. In 1814 the 
library was destroyed by the invading armies 
of Great Britain. It was again started in 
1815 by the purchase for $23,000 of the valua- 


_ble private library of ex-President Jefferson, 


numbering 6,700 volumes. George Watter- 
soh, a journalist and politician, was in 
this latter year appointed the first libra- 
rian of congress. He continued in office 
untii 1829 when he succumbed to tbe 
policy inaugurated by Andrew Jackson, 
‘‘to the victors belong the spoils,’’ and he was 
removed to give place to a democrat named 
John 8S. Meehan, anvtber journalist, who con- 
tinued in office until 1861. He was then suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Stephenson, who in turn was 
succeeded by the present incumbent, Mr. 
Spotlord, also a journalist by profession, in 
Junuary, 1865. The library was visited by 
fire again in 1851 and thirty-five of the 50,000 
volumes were destroyed. It bas grown rapidly 
since by purchase and the transfer of the li- 
brary of the Smithsonian institution. The 
establishment in 1370 of the present copyright 
law makes it necessary that two copies of 
every book copyrighted in the United States 
be deposited in the congressional library, and 
there are now not imore than a dozen libraries 
in the world larger. 

Not only the library proper, but the exten- 
sive bureau of copyrights must be provided 
for. Were there roum to properly care fer 
the enormous guantity of maps, charts, en- 
gravings, photographs and chromos that are 
now stowed away almost in a confused mass, 
whole would make a most valuable and 
interesting gallery of art, and an exhibition 
ogress of the arts of design in the 
United States.

proven unconstitutional, have retained the 
judge ata handsome fee to try the question. 
[t is thought that the proceedings taken. will 
be under a temporary injunction and a writ 
of mandamus to the commission to show 
cause why it should not be perpetually en- 
joined from pertorming the duties imposed 
The question at issue, 
is understood, is whether congress has the

New YorK, September 28.—To-day’s World 
says: By way of ascertaining what basis, if 
any, there might be for certain tales wh.eh 
have been set forth of late with tremendous 
‘‘rnbadub” in two or three lecal newspapers, 
a reporter of the World yesterday found Mr.

HoGaNsvitLte, September 28.—‘‘The finest 
variety of cotton in Georgia grows right bere 
in Hogansville,”’ is what an elderly gertle- 
man said as I stepped from the train at this 
thriving village, and I concluded to investi- 
gate his statement. In conversation with a 
gentleman he informed me that if we would 
go out from the town about one anda half 
miles we could see the farm where this cotton 
first attracted attention and talk with the 
promulgator of ‘Jones’s Improved 
Cotton.’’ In. a few moments I was at the 


home of Major J. F. Jones, whose residence 
was some time ago appropriately christened 
‘Farm Independence.’’ Many -readers will 
remember Mr. Jones as the successful com- 
petitor at the cotton exposition for the largest 
cotton yield premium, amounting to $750, 
and also as furnishing the best display from 
any single farm. Telling him I had come to 
see and learn something definite about his 
celebrated cotton, he soon placed me where I 
could see with my own eyes more than [| had 
ever heard concerning the prodigious yield 
which had given his cotton such a reputation. 
I stood in a field—not asmall plat or garden 
sguare—where every three feet of each row 
produced two pounds of cotton, and with the 
rows three feet apart. a calculation will show 
for each acre a yield of about two thousand 
and five hundre “d pounds of seed cotton, an 
estimate which does not fall short in 
reality as proved by actual  experi- 
ment. The history of the variety 
of the staple is an interesting one.

From this he increased 
his experiment and attention until to-day 
it is known and valued throughout this sec- 
tion. I have seen this cotton growing upon 
this land, with nothing more than ordinary 
cultivation, and producing nearly two bales 
per acre.

; {TAGES TO HOGANSVILLE. 

Some ot the advantages to this town and 
community can be traced directly to the suc- 
cesstul growth of this cuoiton. Ho- 
vansville is a smal! town, and 
1 was somewhat struck with the magni- 
tude of a ginning establishment situated di 
rectly on the railroad. The building is new 
and constructed ona new plan. A Wagon 
loaded with cotton is driven upon a fair of 
plattorm weighed, and the corton 
piaced in one of the compartments along a 
lengthy room, through waich runsa holiowed 
wooden cylinder with an Opening at regular 
intervals. Into one of these mouths the cot- 
ton poured, and is drawn the 
pipe by the foree of atan one hundred 
feet where it falls near the vin which 
being a self-feeder separates the seed from 
the lint. The staple passes on through a 
condenser, Where the dirt and tmpurities are 
renioved, and finally empties directly in the 
screw box. where it is baled. A sixty-five 
horse power engine drives this machinery, 
keeping four gins running, which turn out 
thirty bales per day. It is the mostrapid and 
perfect ginning establishment in the state, 
and was putin operation by some New Eng 
land capitalists with Mr. Edward Atkinson 
at the head. This gentleman met Mr. Jones 
at the exposition, who told him of his cotton 
and urged him to start a ginnery where he 
could he indle the finest cotton in the south, 
and that is just what -he has done. 
A prominent cotton buyer in LaGrange 
said the other day that Whenever fe wanted 
to till a special order for fancy cotton he ran 
up to Hogansville and secured it from the 
Cotton Improvement company who,! had for 
gotten tomention, bought a large portion of 
the cotton which they ginned. Mr. Jones 
told me that he had received thousaad 
letteys (roma all over the country asking about 
“Jones's improved cotton; that he had SLip- 
ped cotton seed to different -parts of the 
south and even to Texas, and inevery case 
had given entire satistaction.
